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Why Tax Reduction Is Deadlocked 
W 


ALL STEEET has no use for the Revenue Bill as it now 


stands in "compromise" between the Eastern and West- 


ern Republicans in Congress. It is no compromise, in the view 
of the Wall Street Journal, but "a pusillanimous surrender of 
Republican leaders," "a cowardly retreat before a gang of 
demagogues euphemistically called an agricultural bloc." 
It 


would be better, according to this view, to let the war taxes 
stand as they are. 


Whether that is to be the outcome of the existing deadlock 


will evidently be for the. President to say. 
The present tangle 


is largely of the Administration's own making. 
It has failed 


thruout to assert any leadership in the matter. If at the outset 
of the extra session it had had a definite plan of its owi*-for sub- 
mission to Congress and had put the whole influence of the Ad- 
ministration back of it the present hold-up would have been 
avoided and tax reduction would by this time be in force. 


But the President stood aloof. He was overcome with an 


exaggerated respect for the independence of the legislative de- 
partment. While declaring that general tax reduction m,ust ac- 
company! tax revision, he did nothing within his own sphere of 
action, such as foreign policy, to make tax reduction possible by 
slashing costs. 


The result of all this was to turn the question from one of 


tax reduction to one of shifting taxes without reduction. And 
the matter of shifting taxes inevitably became an issue of so- 
cial and industrial classes, or of whose backs were to be light- 
ened and whose to bear the shifted burden. 


The Wall Street interests and the farmer interests cannot 
both gain in such a contest, and as the situation stands, Wall! 
Street is not the gainer and the party split grows wider every 
day. 
Executive flabbiness for the sake of party harmony has 


caused anything but harmony, and as long as it continues, so 
long will the majority deadlock in Congress continue.
